MILLION BEGGARS 
There are estimated to be 1,000,000 homeless 
men in the United States, of whom about 40,000 
are in New York. This group is not to be con­ 
fused with unemployed workers. . It ia recruited 
the most part from seasonal workers and 
who are misfits. A considerable proportion 
of this group arc potential vagrants and beggars, 
even criminals. 
It is not hard for a ftian to sustain himself in 
comfort in most parts of the United States by 
begging.' The opportunities are especially attrac­ 
tive in cities ana this floating population gravit­ 
ates toward the centers of population. 
In New 
York these men in large numbers acquire what is 
known as the lodging house habit. There is a con­ 
stant inflow and outflow as the demand for work 
increases or decreases, but there is always a per­ 
manent population of this kind to fill the cheap 
lodging houses and the park benches. 
With no home ties or responsibilites it is easy to 
acquire careless habits and lose the will to work. 
An odd job of a few minutes begging usually 
brings in enough'money to pay for lodging and 
food and the ambition to work vanishes. The 
possibilities of begging in New York are surpris­ 
ing. 
With mistaken kindness, New Yorkers un­ 
wittingly contribute to the mendicant's downfall. 
is commonly said by those familiar with these 
beggars does a dollar’s worth of harm. 
fh « prevalence of begging seems to increase 
slightly with the size of cities. 
Among those* of 
less than 30,000 comparatively freedom from beg- 
is higher than in larger cities. The enforce- 
of laws against begging and peddling as a 
rule proves more satisfactory in the smaller cities.

Clopton the w riter saw through the 
local cream ery, and by hi# help got 
hold of the following facts as to w hat 
ia done to and for the dairy products 
purchased at hle'plant. A stone plat­ 
form located, as is the factory, on 
land owned by the company, receives 
the milk cans. 
The contents thereof 
are next weighed in a machine that 
registers down to the hundredth part 
of an ounce, and the workings of these 
scales are visible to the 
customer. 
The fa t content is then found by a 
scientific test (the Babcock test) ahd 
the exact amount of fat found, 
is 
paid for. 
The milk Ts then subm it­ 
ted to the Pasteur test (named from 
Iba famous French inventor of thla 
treatm ent). 
If! a word this tre a t- 
ment is to aubfiet the milk; to 140 
degrees F. 52 degrees lower than boil­ 
ing point, and for thirty minutes. (It 
would not do to heat the milk to. boil­ 
ing as the taste would be changed 
too m uch). 
The Pasteurized milk i* 
then put into u gigantic revolving, 
electrically driven chum , that has a 
capacity of 1050 pounds of butter at 
one churning. (Grand mother thought 
she did well to get a “pound at 'a 
churning ’.) A fter the butter does the 
same thing it used to do in the old 
hand churn namely “gethers” it is re ­ 
moved to cooling bins, later cut into 
pound packages. There are two kinds 
of butter sent out by Mr. Clopton, 
first “salt-butter,” to be 
Consumed 
at meals—and second “sw eet-butter” 
, that is sent all over the country and 
'is re-convertable into cream and then 
frozen into soda-fountain ice cream. 
As to the by-products from butter- 
making they are valuable as can easi­
